Will the Police Depart ment 
Accept the $25,000? 


The first session of the Town Meeting, last Saturday, was 
adjourned with a couple of ‘‘cliff hangers’’ - one of which was 


a question of $25,000 for the Police Department . 


The Town 


Manager wanted the money voted, and the police didn’t 
No one other than police or Town Manager and Selectmen 
really knew what was going on - and the Moderator confessed 
himself as being out of the knowledge. 
A third person who entered the discussion was Peter Enos of 


Hillside Way. 


Mr. Enos likes to move that items be reconsi- 


dered, for the purpose of finally “‘killing” them, in Town 


Meetings. 


The Town Meeting had voted 
down the money at the request of 
the president of the Police Union, 
Mr, Nally, and the attorney from 
the state organization, Mr. Can- 
non. Mr, Cannon told the Town 
Meeting that he questioned that 
the $25,000 was necessary, that 
the police had given up the right 
to negotiate wages for three 
years, in return for a four day on. 
two day off week. He urged that 
the voters turn down the money - 
which they then did. 

Part of the unseen complica 
tions was a Superior Court de- 
cision last year, the so-called 
“Holyoke Case" which held that 
‘a week is seven days, and not the 
four and two of the Police Depart- 
ments. 

When Mr. Enos moved for “re- 
consideration’, after the vote. 
everyone connected with the case 
began to get second thoughts - 
Town Manager. Mr. Nally, and 
others, and the Town Meeting 
engaged in a long debate.on the 
merits of the case. while suppo- 
sedly talking only of reconsidera- 
tion. Barney McMahon finally 
rose on a point of order, which 
the Moderator felt was well taken, 
but the debate continued 

By agreement, the $25.000 ques- 
tion was tabled until the police 
and Town Manager are ready to 
discuss it 

Peter Enos doesn't seem to be 
in favor of that agreement. He 
moved to reconsider. again after 
supper. but his motion was ig- 
nored. 

‘When the meeting adjourned the 
questions were several: Would 
the Town Manager be able to con- 
vince the Police that more money 


should be voted? Would the 
Police accept? Would Peter Enos 
win, and succeed tn killing the 


appropriation? 
The question was probably 
solved, after the Selectmen's 


meeting Monday night, in which

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission is proposing two 
articles pertaining to Flood Plain 
Zoning at the continuing Town 
Meeting to be held on March 18th. 
One article deals with placing 
Wilmington land adjoining the 
Shawsheen River within a flood 
plain zone, while a second war- 
rant article defines the allowable 
land uses within a Flood Plain 
Zone 

The main reasons for these 
articles is for the protection of 
life. property. water supply and 
naturally property value. If in 
discriminate filling of wetlands 
continues at its present rate more 
and more property will be subject 
to seasonal flooding. Naturally 
business and homes with their 
septic systems built in a flood

If agreed to by a two thirds 
majority at town meeting, the 
landowners in the flood  plai 
would be put under certain r¢ 
strictions Some of the more 
important restrictions are as 
follows 

1 No structure is to be erex 
ted or moved into a Flood Plain 
Zone 


2 No dumping. filling, exeav 


tion or transferring material into 
the FP. Z . to reduce water 
storage capacity or affect natural 
drainage. 

3. No sewage systems or other 
pollution sources is to be placed 
inthe F.P.Z 

4 Industrial sewage systems, 
storage areas for chemicals 
petroleum products or other 
sources are to be placed at least 
50 feet back from the F . PZ 

An important feature of the zon- 
ing articles is that lot size is not 
reduced by the amount that may 
fall into the flood plain: construc 
tion is still permitted as long 
as the flood plain restrictions 
are adhered to

land. This offer has been stead- 
ily ignored by the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission. 

‘A meeting which was agreed 
upon, by the Chamber and the 
Conservation Commission, found 
the members of the Conservation 
Commission staying away. They 
apparently don’t want to talk with 
people who might disagree with 
them on the methods of the pro- 
posal 

By rezoning under the present 
proposal the land owner loses all 
rights. except the dubious plea- 
sure of paying taxes. It would 
be better to allow him, at least 
the benefit of a public hearing 
under due process of law. for any 
proposal he may have for his land. 

The Conservation Commission. 
which administers the Hatch’ Act 
under today’s statutes. knows 
that hearings must be held under 
the Hatch Act for any building 
proposal, and that the Board of 
Health has control over sanitary 
facilities. They completely ig- 
nore such facts. and insist on 
their confiscatory proposal for 
Flood Plain Zoning 

Taking away the incentive to 
improve one’s property. which is 
essentially the proposal, is taking 
away the incentive to keep it in 
Rood shape 

In the past, the streams in Wil- 
mington were well cared for. A 
tax payer kept his reparian pro- 
perty clean because it was to his 
advantage to do so. With the 
proposed Flood Plain Zoning the 
owners will allow trees to remain 
where they fall - the property 
will not be kept up - there will be 
no incentive. The result will be 
more swamps, and less drainage 
Things will get worse. not better 

This is almost the best possible 
proposal for down stream towns 
and cities which would like to 
have the Wilmington taxpavers 
Support their water supplies and 
expenses. The Flood Plain land. 
gradually falling into disuse. will 
act as a huge sponge. to keep 
water in Wilmington for the even: 
tual use of the down stream towns 
and at Wilmington’s expense it 
will become a free resevoir 

The proposal will not take the 
water out of any cellar which is 
now affected by flooding. It will 
not prevent any in the future. It 
is a totally futile gesture. 

Cellars get flooded because they 
are dug too deep - or they are 
dug into clay hillsides, or the 
street water drains into them 
No cellars can be dug at the pre: 
sent time. under the present laws, 
in any of the Flood Plain areas in 
Wilmington 

The proponents glaim that the

No private individuals are mak- 
ing any such proposals. Only 
governmental organizations are 
doing so, all of thefn well known 
to the members of the Wilmington 
Planning Board, and the Wilming- 
ton Conservation Commission. 

It is proposed. for instance. to 
flood the Maple Meadow Brook. 
upstream from the old Middlesex 
Canal, The Flood Plain Zoning. 
if adopted by the town for the 
entire town. could not stop this 
Wilmington would lose two ot its 
well fields. if this happens, and 
drinking water is getting in short 
‘supply in this town. 

Many other dams are proposed 
Tor Wilmington, all by governmen- 
tal organizations. One, for in- 
stance, would be built near 
Federal Street, and would flood 
out the homes of Kelley Road. 
and the Wilmington High School 
football field. ‘The Flood Plain 
Zoning could not stop this dam. 
either. 

Like prohibition, this proposal 
is a snare and a delusion. It is 
far better to use the carrot method 
of persuasion, rather than the 
stick. It is far better to induce 
the owners to co-operate, to pur: 
chase their land or to acquire it 
by gift 

The Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce still stands ready to 
assist in promulgating a better 
Flood Plain Zoning than the one 
proposed
